Castro’s Sister 


Sometimes a great Life story just falls into our laps "comes in 
over 1 he transom,” as we say—but much more often the big oneb 
have: co be smoked out, rtailed down and sewed up against at! Linds 
of obstacles and competition.. This summer, when Juana Castro 
r'ed from Cuba and. her brother Fidel and went into hiding tn 
.Mexico City, we knew it was a realty bie one and told Miguel Acoca 
of our Miami bureau lo get going. Mike comes from Panama, is 
fluent in Spanish, and has answered ou: fire alarms many times 
before to cover avalanches in 
Peru, quintuplets i:i Venezuela 
and some more violent stories — 
he lias been under fin- m the 
Panama trouble, been held as 
hostage by tk> viari rehuk, been 
mobbed ill Cuba and roughed 
up in race riots in Sr. Augustine. 

But just finding Juana Caslro 
was much tougher, 

Mike fL-w to Mexico City, 
checked into a hole and spent ft 
solid month prowling I he si reels 
and a] leys, we I lawn re l h:i 1 o l nc r :n zgn 7 ,ncs and r ews a ge n cies fro m 
■he Li.S., France and haly had men (here cm the same mission. The 
eha lenge was Lo eel lo herlirsl. Informants turned up by the dozen 
and many sen! him on false trails. On a tip. he frequented ihe Pe- 
dncgiil district of the city, where Juanft was s»id lo be staying, and 
struck up friendships with the household scrvanls—no luck. An¬ 
other tipsier suggested he ehocfc his mailbox every four hours—il 
was always empty He haunted the house of Juana's sister, Enma, 
"Tvc got the house staked out/' he told us. "Counted 15 suitcases 
In back room and through binoculars spotted the initials J.C.R. 
(Juana Castro Ru/Von the valises. Enina says Juana has moved out. 
So far as I know I’m the only newsman to have got through to turn a 
in the past week. Contact assures me definite words tomorrow." 

Finally Mike’s persistence paid off, "Have word through an in¬ 
termediary that wc cun have the exclusive on her story,” he wired, 
and met the lady in a car near her hiding place. He found her 
friendly and articulate and over the period of a week took down 
bcT Ktory.

Private Wealth 
in Public Office 

In two intensively researched articles. Lri't: told of Lyn¬ 
don John son's rise to political mid financial |>o^er. What col- 
t: m a ist s cal led an "' u 11 dc rg rou n d issue" 1 he Pt es ident’s money 
and ho\v he got jl has thus been brought to light itie way it 
should have been: by journalistic scrutiny instead ol through 
political Innuendo (chough there will be plenty of that). \oiv 
President Johnson has made public ;m accounting of his family's, 
wealth and it corresponds wish the esti males of his trustee, A. W. 
Yloursurad. Both summaries place ihe sum in the neighborhood 
of 34 million, which is sl long way short of our .314 million csti- 
m;Ue. a discrepancy chat may he es plained by ihc accountants' 
role that i he jimdimis lisled ‘are nol mended In indicate I he 
v ;•!ues that Ttiighl la.- realised if 1 he nve^tiiienK were sold ” 

The question is noi how much (he Johnsons made hut how 
lhcy made it. A President's personal finances have rVcquciuiy 
been discussed—sometimes with great heat; even George Wash¬ 
ington w-a& erilieized for trying to vktc ihc new capital on Lhe 
Potomac because he owned iand there. The hounding fathers 
believed that only a man of substance should be n Listed with the 
job (Ben Franklin suggested that it be made unsalaried, ’“ei post 
of honour” rather than ' l a place of profit”). Dining most of the 
following century, with (he advent of Jacksonian democracy, a 
different view prevailed. That was the "log cabin” theory which 
held ’hut a man of humble origins spoke with the vLfiicu of the 
people. WiLll Frank tin Roosevelt and L he New Deal Lhe idea i:f 
ne rsona I wea I Eh as a pofitica ha ridleap fo r office- faded ami lI ied. 

Now we have achieved, a perhaps excessive respect for mon¬ 
eyed candidates. Being a millionaire running for the presidency 
is not Only permissib’e: it is becoming almost dt- riguriir in ihese 
days of costly plane trips and TV sirhuilu! l-k. A mosl touching 
accouni is Theodore H White's description iin Tit? Mtikinx 0/ 
tfte piv.-ifdrui} of Hu hen Humphrey desperately pledging house¬ 
hold funds to pay for a half hour ol" TV lime in West Virginia. 


Meanwhile John F. Kennedy, campaigning against him will) 
inherited wealth, had only to pick up the phone lo summon up 
new speed)wriling teams and buy more air time. All of this 
really manors on:> umif the man gets the nomination, after 
which the fund-raising capacil ics of the party arc at his disposal. 

We are becoming sophisticated enough Lo adtnil lhat '.lie sire 
of a man's bunk account has no more hearing nil his suitahr-ily 
for the presidency ih:.r: the sire of his. shoes.

He had and has retained—some of the tempera mental 
attributes of'a spoiled son, Indeed, although none of u* in the fam¬ 
ily ever lacked anything, my father always gave Fidel what Fidel 
asked for. My father wars not an educated man Ful he worked hard 
on his plantation and was very generous.

1 stormed to [he jail lo confront 
Comandanle Abelardc ColOffie. 
who i n si tied Angdila’s arrest had 
been ordered from liijjher up- 
specifically by Ramiro Valdes, a 
hard Communist whose star was 
then rising very last. Unable to 
locate Valdes. I phoned CoinaU- 
dilute Augusto Martinez SAndlCi. 
Minister ol" Labor and Pile of Fi¬ 
del's close Communist associates, 
and demanded Angelinas release. 
He refused, and in my anger I told 
him, “I regret you’-re not hem be- 
fore me so that I could empty a 
pisloJ in yuui belly." Then I lump 
up and wens hack lo the jail at 
Ciudad Li hen ad. 

'"All of you arc a hunch of hi thy 
Communists," ] told Colome. "If 
you ean get away with this sort of 
thing with Fidel’s family, jusi 
imagine what you cart do against 
the rest of the Cubans!" 

My sister was so upsel that she 
asked me to stop. She would stay 
until her release. 1 went home and 
went to bed. 

At 6 the following morning I 
heard the noise of many cars. IL 
was Fidel with his escort, which 
surrounded the block Fidel cm me 
storming into the house, very 
mgry and looking as though be 
w ould snike me. Alter Mother had 
calmed him down somewhat, l 
asked him why he allowed Anguil¬ 
la's arrest. Instead of answering, 
he began talking of Comandunlc 
Martinez Sanchez and the danger 
I had brought on him "Do you 
know- that he Flew at niphl in a 
small plane and landed in the dark 
so he could complain f □ me about 
you and the things you satd ?" he 
shouted. I told him I was con¬ 
cerned only about our sister. Again 
he at [tided the subject. 

“Why did you accuse the gov¬ 
ernment of being Communist?" he 
asked. 

‘ 1 ft’s no accuvillon [ said "1 r’s 
the 1 ruth,” 

He grew calmer' we ml feed some 
more, but accomplished: nothing 

I told him repeatedly that we 
loved him but could not ituiid by 
and see his people abuse power 
arid inflict hardship, We walked 
together to the living room, where 
he rejoined his cohorts. He said 
goodby to Mother, and on his way 
out he kissed me. 

Hut the revolution's big turn 


toward Communism still had not 
become apparent to me when An¬ 
astas Mikoyan came in February 
of I960 to negotiate a trade agree¬ 
ment with Cuba. 1 was frankly baf¬ 
fled by his visit. What kind of 
help could Ihe -Soviet Union give 
us? In the discussions w ith Friends, 
wc sought an explanation for the 
accord Mikoyan reached with Fi¬ 
del. W-e recalled Fidel's words 
“We will never make a Mealy with 
the country which caused the Hno- 
garian massacre." We even blamed 
the United Stales for pushing Fi¬ 
del into Ihe arn^ oF the Soviet 
Union for some mysterious reason 
of i ts own, 

After Mikoyan left Cuba, [ 
went to sec Fjdel. 3 had been 
working sn Ihc Ministry nf Public 
Health since shortly utter Uatislu’s 
overthrow. Wc wctc building a new 
hospital and <i school in Mayan in 
Oricmc province. 1 told Fidel that 
1 was having trouble with some 
officials, and I also told him that 
in Oricntc Ihc Communists were 
Inking hold in the labor unions. 

I hey were infiltrating everywhere 

in Ihc villages and in the cities. 
Despite the pact with Russia, de¬ 
spite his deep resentment of any¬ 
thing that smacked of anli-Cum 
mnnisrn, Fidel li&Krted to me And 
reasoned with me: 

"Look, Juanita, wt must usc- 
ihcsc peopre. We must be politi¬ 
cians. One must have a left hand." 

On February 24, following our 
talk. Fidel made a visit lo Orienfc. 
He met with ihc military chiefs of 
the province and asked them a lot 
of ifvtcsiions about their problems 
] learned fhal be had ordered a 
n u in her of Com m u nisi s fi red f ro m 
their positions. I his news seemed 
encouraging, but looking hack, 
Fidel's crackdown was at best a 
Laclical move—the backward step 
after the two sKpi forward! 

It wasn't tong before Fidel once 
again was denouncing anti-Com- 
munists as enemies of the revolu¬ 
tion . ca lliag [ hem "d iv is ioni srs.’' 

! kepi on seeing Fidel and Radi, 
but we were chilly. They came lo 
see rny mother, w ho stayed with 
me whenever she came lo Havana 
from her farm in Orienle. She 
would plead with them, tell them 
i hat with each new law they passed, 
new- injustices were inflicted cm a 
large number of Unbans. They in¬ 
variably Feigned surpri se and exas¬ 
peration: "^ f ho did this? I’ll sake 


some measures lo change things." 
Sometimes they did rectify abuses; 
more often tlt&y did not. 

After the completion of the hos¬ 
pital, T withdrew from all govern¬ 
ment activities, I was also busy 
helping to plan our sister Enma's 
wedding. She was ro be married to 
Victor Lomcli Delgado on April 
30 in Havana's cathedral. Fidel 
lusd promised to give her away. 
Enmawni overjoyed because it had 
lirei: ii.-i dream since child Food lo 
have her wedding iu the cathedral. 

Two days before the wedding. 
Fidel. Rat'll. "Che 1 " Guevara and 
Comandantc Martinez Ssinche? 
had a nHSting about Enina's wed¬ 
ding. Tkey decided that the wed¬ 
ding could not he in the cathedral, 
that it had lo he in a "humble" 
parish, in keeping with Fidel’s 
campaign to divide 1 Sic Church. 


At this, my blood boiled. I told 
Fidel: “It’s Enma’s wedding, not 
yours." 

The next day Rufil came to my 
house to talk with Ennia. He said 
he was speaking Tor Fidel and ihal 
we had lo lint.! a humbler ehurclt. 
Raul stayed most of the day, pre¬ 
senting argument after argument 
against a wedding in the cathedral, 
liy evening he had worn us,down. 
Luma agreed to give up vows in 
the cathedral, and Raul accepted 
my suggestion that Lhc wedding 
Lake place in Lhe church of Ivan 
Jluii de Let ran, 

At about 3 in the morning of 
Enma's wedding, day, Ratil got a 
call from Fidel. After they finished 
1 Hiking, Rad) t u rned t n me a ng rily: 

''Lislen, how did it occur to you 
to hold the wedding at San Juan 
de Lelran? All the priests there are 
cou ri Ler-re voi uliuna ries. We fou ncl 
a cache of dynamite there. If umy- 
thing happens to Fidel there we’ll 
kill till die priests in Cuba.’' 

"Look, china" 1 snapped. “3 
am fed up with this, and whether 
Fidel likes it or not, our sister is 
being married in the cathedral. 
That’s how Fnmn wants it, and 
that's how it's to he." 
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Thai's how ii was. but Fidel 
bud liis small revenue. He arrived 
lute for the wedding, and [be pen- 
pic crowded around him and 
caused a great commotion just as 
Lnma was saving her vows at [lie 
oilier end ol" the cathedral. 

In May, Prensn Libre, one of the 
remaining new*piper5 in Cuba, 
had the gumption Lr> engage ill 
polemits with Re-wlm'idn, Fidel's 
mouthpiece. HereRumdn, my old¬ 
er brother, who seldom got public¬ 
ly involved in, the new politics, 
challenged Fidel. Ramin was 
quoted in defense of Prensa Libre, 

Rewiud^n's reply to Ramon 
was quick and vicious. Among 
other things, it called Rampn an 
"‘unnatural brother 1 ’" iind lashed 
bun up and down with personal 
insults. When I read the paper and 
saw how- shaken Ramon w-as by 
its diatribe, I went co see Fidel. He 
received me w| th h is customs ry kiss 
and embrace. I told Fidd that at 
least lie could let RamGn thrash 
Carlos Franqui. the paper’s edit or. 

Fidel locked at me and said, 
"Carlos Franqnl had nothing to 
do w ilh thi s. E wrote that." 

As I left, speechless. I recalled 
his statement on the freedom of 


the press and individual liberty. 
’’When a newspaper is gagged, no 
other newspaper can feel secure. 
And when a man is persecuted tor 
his politic:.:I ideas, nobody can fed 
secure. “ I was 111 led with bitterness. 

Life in Cuba grew- increasingly 
grim during I960 as new laws and 
new repressions went into effect, 
Fidel was very much in control of 
things By the end of thai year, 1 
hepn lo help die underground. 


I did not work with any one er¬ 
go ni^ai ion. but I helped a number 
of them. I had many friends who 
were conspiring against Fidel. ! 
made it a point to Iind out when 
the G-2 was look in a for one of 
the ill. mid Itppcd them off so they 
could hide Or flee [he country. 

By the beginning of 1961. 1 be- 
gnn lo hide operatives in my house 
in the Miramar section of Havana. 
I lived on the second Hoot with 
my cook and a helper fo.i Mother, 
when she was there. There w-as al¬ 
ways a risk that somebody would 
report me. or that Fidel or Kasil 
would learn all about Ihe under¬ 
ground workers when they cuirve to 
visit Mother. Bui my brothers were 



very busy al thi- time. Fidel was 
predicting an American invasion, 
and the underground's =abutagc 
kept him and Raul on the alert 
practically around the clock In 
those first months of 19bf r ii was 
dear that wre wore on the brink of 
something big and dramatic. 

On April 15, bombers flew over 
Cuba. Friends and underground 
associates came to my house, and 
Havana reverberated whh "Aufos” 

which i$.whai wc Cu bane cal I ru¬ 
in ore because they Ijouncc around. 
I was told that all military leaves 
had been canceled, that all doctors 
had been called io duty in hospi¬ 
tals, that all scheduled surgery had 
been postponed. Then, at 7 in the 
morning of April 17, j rebel army 
officer, whom I’ll call Antonio Pc- 
nr/ to shic Itl him, cu me Lo the d our 
of my house Lo say that invaders 
had landed from ships at Playa 
Giron—on the Bay of Pigs—and 
that a big battle was being fought. 
Fidd had gone there to assume 
personal command of the defense, 
according lo Perez’ account. “The 
baltle will be ha id.” he said. 

By Wcdnesd ay iT was ev iden t that 
the Invaders had heen defeated, 
and everybody suspected of hear¬ 
ing the slightest enmity Lo E-jdel 
was in tor a great deal of tmuhle. 
Arrests became wholesale and 
indiscriminate. Thousands were 
hauled ouL of their home* and hid¬ 
ing places and jammed into prison*, 
theaters, xhools a nd sports a re na*. 
The govern mciil jailed doctor* and 
cooks* priests and prostitutes 
and many of its own people too 

As soon as the hat I It was over, 
people docked to my house seek¬ 
ing help or refuge. My phone rang 
incessantly. It was pandemonium. 
E had hundreds of requests to Iind 
relatives of friends, to locate them 
and give them menaces from, their 
families. 

1 learned that -evera! were in 
the Blanquila Theater I got in 
my ear and drove there When I 
arrived, one of ihe militia guards 
ott the sireci challenged m<. I told 
him to gtei out of my way He 
cursed me and said, "‘I hope a irec 
springs up juss «n front of your 
car and (haI you smash against 
its trunk." 

1 repEted. " I he curses of savages 
iike you are not heard in heaven." 

Then I parked the car and made 
my way into Lhe theater, I found 
Jorge Q.. whom I seeking I 
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who asked me So give messages 
to their families. Ihe scene was 
straight from Dante’s hell. Ihe 
prisoners Were mostly women I 
finally spoke lo one of the officers 
in charge of the prisoner* and was 
allowed to move wifh greater ease 
among the prisoners, picking up 
messages and phone numbers. 

When | finally returned home, 

I got on the phone and relayed all 
the messages 1 could- For the next 
few days, 1 kepi returning Lo Ihe 
crowded prisons, searching for 
Friends, and alE Ihe time seeing 
misery and anguish. It seemed Io¬ 
nic that just about everything that 
could happen to a country had 
happened to Cuba. 

But 1 had an even more shock¬ 
ing experience in store Humberto 
Seri Marin, who had been one of 
Fidel’s closest collaborators, had 
been arrested. He was found to be 
one of ihe heads of the under¬ 
ground working against Fidel. He 
was tr ied and sentenced lo face the 
firing squad- One of his brothers 
lold me that Ihdr mother was old 
and infirm, and asked me to try 
in comfort the nld woman. 

I learned that Fidel had prom¬ 
ised. to spare fiori Marin's lire. So 
t went Lo visit the old Woman arid 
told her that tier son Would be 
saved. 1 he nc.sL day Sori Marin 
was shot, 

SevcruI weeks after the Buy of 
Rigs. Fidel came co the house to 
see M oilier, who had come from 
Orieme co visit .me. He was in a 
jovial mood and he gave me the 
usual embrace. Then he cvcd me 
and said, "'I had you apathetic.” 

“I am apathetic,'" I told him. 
“I can have no enthusiasm for the 
revolution. It hasn't lurned out the 
way I expected it to turn out." 


T life before had been diJhcult, 
after the EJlhv of Pies life became 
ha rill. People lied Cuba in droves. 
The underground hud been ren¬ 
dered helpless* and ineffective us 
Fidel consolidated hi- power. In 
May he hegan religious persecu¬ 
tion, His I’trsi measure was to de¬ 
cree the nationalization of all pri¬ 
vate schools, most of which were 
Cm ho lie. 

Kidd was very clever us choos¬ 
ing [he period just after the in¬ 
vasion at the Bay of Fsgs to make 
this dnitric move.

Of all the federal bureaus and 
agencies, probably none is spre&d 
thinner than Lhc Customs Service. 
With only 2,700 inspectors to do 
the job, ii must police every U.S, 
port of entry and international air 
terminal, os well as ih* entire 2$,- 
50G-milc land and sea borders of 
the continental! United States, Alas¬ 
ka, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands. Yet so efficient¬ 
ly does Customs do ils job that 
il producer more money Tor lhc 
government than any other source 
except the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. 

To help make up Tot what tt 
lacks in manpower. Customs uses 
many modern devices. One vaca¬ 
tioning couple, arriving back at 


Kennedy International Airport in 
N Civ Vo rk Lit y. were uslon ishad to 
see I wo inspectors waving wands 
over their suitcases, Both slicks 
zoomed in on the woman’s hand¬ 
bag and began to click like angry' 
rattlesnakes. “Open that hag, 
lady," said one inspector.

pros. The latter are the dope run¬ 
ners and Large-scale smug tiers of 
Such valuables as gold, diamonds 
And watch parti, The amateurs 
are people who can’t seem to re¬ 
sist treating Customs ns though it 
were some kind of game in which 
the object is not so much to save 
a few dollars as to outwit the in¬ 
spector. What some amateurs 
don't real ire is that cheating Cus¬ 
toms is a very serious ofFensc and 
that being caught can he both em¬ 
barrassing and expensive. At lhe¬ 
rn ini mum a cheater risks a fine 
equal to Ihc stole side price of the 
smuggled article plus the price 
once asm in if he wants to keep it 
rather than forfeit it. 

"Some of our best people are 
smugglers,” says one Customs of¬ 
ficer. “The most affluent tourists 
are ihe ones most likely lt> try r (1 
defraud the ttovernmcnl. We call 
them 'respectable cheats.’ "

J ‘ I'hiit doesn't answer my ques¬ 
tion." the Customs man says. "’□id 
you tiequnC that coat abroad—on 
this trip?" He tenches for it and

“Yes, bul I've worn it/" Mrs. S, 
says again. 

-“[ asked if you had declared ev¬ 
erything you acquired abroad and 
you said yes. You did not include 
this coal. Il makes no difference 
whether you’ve worn the coat or 
not. Now, take everything out of 
that hag." 

His voice has a new lone of au¬ 
thority and severity. A supervisory 
inspector now stands behind him. 
Mr. S. says something sharp to his 
wiid wilfdl sounds Like “. . . t told 
you so. ., 

Later they sit morosely in the 
taxi that, is taking them to their 
hotel. Their holiday has been Tu¬ 
rned. And the coat, which had orig¬ 
inally cost $220 in Paris, and On 
which they would have p-ai-d S46 
duly had il been declared, has now 
cost Litem S'? 20, 

“Why did lie pick on ilk?” asks 
Mrs. S. “It was just bad luck," 
Mr. S. replies. “Or maybe this was 
one of those days lie just felt like 
picking on somebody." He was 
wrong on both count*. 

The fad is that Mr. and Mrs. S. 
had plainly displayed guilt. This 
largely explains why one traveler 
will gel through with only a curso¬ 
ry inspection while another gets 
taken apart almost stitch by stitch. 

“We examine by experience and 
instinct/' says Miami Chief In¬ 
spector Preston Rice. “And. of the 
Lwo, instinct is the more impor¬ 
tant quality in a Customs inspec¬ 
tor. As often as not. it accounts 
for whai might seem to be a snap 
judgment." 

Inspectors have learned to watch 
tor two types of behavior that al¬ 
most automatically spell violation. 
“Beware of the guy who greels 
you quoting all the regulations," 
says one veteran Customs man, 
“and beware of the dumb bunny 
who doesn't know nothing.” 

Some inspectors judge a traveler 
by the way his bags are packed. 
,L A hag jammed full in a special 
kind of disorder or in a certain 


pattern of order means something 
to us," se^s one. “When we pass 
our hand over a bag or into it. we 
arc quite certain where something 
not intended to be seen i-* most 
often placed. There urc not nlatly 
ways to hide even a small article," 

The things a Iravcftr has pur¬ 
chased may alert the examiner. I!', 
for example, a woman declares a 
new pair of shoes, the inspector 
looks for a matching dress. If she 
has acquired a sweater, he'll look 
for a matching skirt. 

“And. when we sec ;l hotel towel 
or an uirliue glass in someone's 
bugs/’ said un inspector, “that 
tells ns enough about that pas¬ 
senger to give him the full treat¬ 
ment.” 

A traveler's, ma nner of dress is a 
controversial measurement. Some 
inspectors feel it is a hallmark of 
character t others are doubtful und 
54 !y that it often misleads. 

^^11 agree on nervousness, And 
it comes in two varieties. One is the 
natural ill-at-ease look that almost 
any person has when he f«ls him- 
self put on the defensive by olii- 
cialdotn. The other is the look of 
guilt that is unmistakable to an in¬ 
spector who has spent years match¬ 
ing baggage against declarations. 

Mainly, though, it is how the 
traveler answers questions that de¬ 
le rm i lies « hcl I icr 11ic i ns parlor vvi11 
touch a bap lightly or dig in wiih 
both bunds. Says Miami Inspector 
Albert Vo Lensky, “L always begin 
by asking. ‘What's the total coil 
of everything you have acquired 
abroad.?' we no longer say ‘pur¬ 
chased/ The sweater u man’s wife 
has bought in London und given 
him as a gift, or llte bracelet she 
is wearing, bought by her hus¬ 
band in Paris and given hur as 
a gift, dnes not fall outside the 
regulations. The items ere still im¬ 
ports and are still subject to duty, 
although they were not technically 
purchased by Lhe owner. 

“My next quest Loti is Loaded: 
"Ptiint oui to me/ l say, "the most 
expensive item you have acquired 
abroad.' If someone shows me a 
Watch w hich be says eosl him 5-90 
and I know it cost $175 (it's our 
business to know costs), he's 
started me on a thorough search, 
Bul if the price of Hie item i* fair.

Of all the stratagems travel¬ 
ers think up to avoid customs 
payments, the fraudulent bill of 
sale annoys the inspector most.

Customs, For 
this they are paid 25 iv ; of the value 
ill' any undeclared merchandise 
that I heir lips uncover. Often I he 
tipster is the very man who sold

He may even have writ¬ 
ten the fraudulent hill oF sale, He 
sends precise information, some¬ 
times including the would-be 
smuggler's home port of entry and 
arrival time. Some experienced 
travelers who think they know all 
about informers try to beat the 
game by giving shopkeepers lic- 
litious names and travel plans. FSat 
in the small world which encom- 
ponses (he American tourist in Eu¬ 
rope or Asia or Africa, most Cus¬ 
toms informers, have a network or 
intelligence thai is almost impos¬ 
sible Lo slip through. 

^iere is another breed of in¬ 
former who acts solely oui ol mal¬ 
ice and whose bps are usually 
anonymous These leads can nul be 
ignored by Customs, even though 
they often turn oul to be false, 
Th us. the innocent as well as the 
guilty may be given a thorough 
goi ng-over un knowing vicl i ms of 
v e ngefu I ex-wiv cs orjealous friends.

The CBb net 
profit last year alone was 4L.S mil¬ 
lion, which is too much money jusi 
to put in the bank. That kind of 
money demandscOrporatc ’'diver- 
sification." To Pa ley and his col¬ 
leagues, Lite Yankees looted like a 
sound investment, “Don't worry." 
said a CFiB executive, “this deal 
was done for dellars"—and the 
Yankees have indeed produced 
dollars as well as pennants, 

The original ow ners of fhe hase- 
ball franchise bought it for $lli.- 
000 in 190? (the Yanks were then 
the New York Highlanders} and 
sold out 12 years later for SJM),-

uff baseball's I'uri big money deal 
— the purchase of Babe Ruth for 
& 125,000—and pcnnanLs and prof¬ 
its started rolling in. A brilliant top 
management and sconcing system 
kept bringing in players like Lou 
Gehrig, Joe DiMag^io and Mick¬ 
ey Mantle, and in the nest 4? 
yen i s ihe Yankees won 28 Ameri¬ 
can League pennants and 20 world

chisc changed bands for $2.8 mil' 
lion. Two years later a rtire-lhird 
ownershi p was sold for 52 mi 11 ion 
In 195? Yankee Stadium and the 
land under it were -sold for 56.5 
million. Now CBS has paid Del 
Webb and Dari Topping IE 1.2 
mil Bun—"Lhe kind of money we 
just couldn’t walit away from." 

The Yankees may never pay off 
as well as erne earlier CBS invest¬ 
ment did—a SJ60.000 plunge into 
the musical My ftvr Lwfy which 
has already returned 510 million.

T he networks have, 
in tiffed, paid their way into 
sport-, ever since the pioneer days 
when radio put Up a few hundred 
dollars so sportscasters like Gra¬ 
ham McNnmee and Ted Husing 
could broadcast from the stands 
when Notre Dame played Georgia 
Tech, There “rights payments" 6 
have now become an outrageously 
expensive proposition. CBS will 
pay 52k.2 million for the privilege 
of telecasting the next two sea¬ 
sons of National E oothc.ll League 
games. NBC topped this by con¬ 
tracting to broadcast the games of 
the fledgling American Football 
League 1'or 536 million for five 
years beginning in 1965—and so 
probably saved the life of A L L.

Even now, 
m California, baseball fans must 
pay 51.,SO a game to watch the 
seventh-place 1-os A ngeles Dodgers 
play on Subscription Television 
inc. When and if pay TV readies 
New York, CB5 as owner of the 
Yankees will be in a pivotal posi¬ 
tion cither to keep baseball on free 
television or to charge the viewer 
on pay television, As one CBS of¬ 
ficial put it, “Anybody who owns 
a team is ahead of the game."
